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Canada and the Separatists 


Canada is now staring at the wolitical 
question that is, after all, the fundamental 
one: Why shouki diverse people ity to stay 
united in one country? Why bother to hang 
together? Americans haven't thought much 
about it since the Civil War. But Canada’s 
Prime Minister, Plerre Elliott Trudeau, ex- 
plored it at length a few days ago in his 
year-end interviews. As 15 Mr. Trudeau's 
habit, he left nothing to understatement. 

“Tm afraid that the national will to exist 
ΔΒ @ country {is not very strong in Canada, 
that there are all kinds of centrifugal forces, 
economic discontents, regional discontents, 
social discontents which have caused the 
national will to weaken over the past, Td 
say, few decades,” he suggested. The sep- 
aratist Parti Québecols, you remember, won 
the election in the province of Quebec last 
November. But, Mr. Trudeau philosophi- 
cally observed, it was better that they come 
to power now than a few years later, ... 
I think Canadians were growing soft in their 
desire to exist as a country,” he said. 
“You know, in historical terms we were on 
the way to becoming one of the freest, one 
of the most prosperous democracies in the 
world. But look around, talk to the people. 
Read the media. Listen to the grumblings. 
Canadians sren’t happy with their fate... 
There's not a great feeling of content in 
Canada, of achievement.” 


* * * 


Curious, isn’t it? ‘A moment earlier in 
the same interview. Mr. Trudeau had spoken 
quite explicitly of the chances of civil war 
over Quebec separatism. He himse.f would 
not try to keep Quebec in the confederation 
by force if Quebec's people decide “ovér- 
whelmingly” that they want out On the 
other ‘hand, he relentlessly continued, other 
people might feel differently and that, of 
course, could Jead to a shooting war. At 
that point ‘the offered a very sound piece of 
advice: “You start shooting, and you can’t 
easily stop.” 

As ‘usual, Mr. Trudeau chose an idiom cal- 
culated to irritate the maximum possible 
mumber of his listeners. But, we should 
Judge, he was performing a substantial ser- 
vice to his country, he was reminding Ca- 
nadlans of the truly ugly imp‘ications of some 
of the ideas currently being bantered around. 
Canadian radicals and barn~burners of var- 
Jous denominations have titillated them- 
se.ves for years with talk of resorting to 
arms in Quebec. Mr. Trudeau is reminding 
his country that wards have a way of pick- 
ing up a momentum of their own, Six years 


ago separatist terrorists Kidnapped two 
people in Montreal and murdered one of 


them. The possibility of violence is not, - 


unfortunately, purely hypothetical. 


The new Quebec government is now under 
intense pressure, It was helped into power 
by the same kind of public uneasiness over 
the economy that has been strengthening 
opposition parties throughout the Western 
world. In theory, there is no reason at all 
why 4. separatist Quebec could not maintain 
a stabie and prosperous economy, the sep- 
aratists themselves are fond of arguing from 
the example of Scandinavia. Bot the talk 
of wiolence terrifies businesses, reasonably 
enough. ‘There is also a strong streak of 
socialism in the Parti Québecols, it has been 
duly noted among the lenders and investors 
of the New York money market, which is 
now a crucial source of job-building inyest- 
ment in Canada. For René Levesque, fhe 
jeader of the Parti Québecois and now pre- 
mier of the province, jt is a matter of trying 
to satisfy his party without alienating the 
pbusinessmen—and vice versa. It is not going 
to be peaches and cream for Mr, Levesque. 


* * * 


But in the end, the outcome of the sepa- 
ratdst chalenge is more likely to be deter- 
mined by the skill and wisdom of the Ca- 
nadian national response to it. That brings 
us back to Mr. Trudesm’s Interview. His 
Job is to reconcile not merely the two ian- 
guages, but two cultural traditions with dif- 
ferent ideas of daw and social policy. Doesn't 
that mean more fedenal decentralization? 
Mr. Trudeau rapped the suggestion smartly 
on the knuckles and sent it off to sit in 
the corner, “My course is to keep a strong 
federal government,” he said, “but to make 
Quebecers feel that they will have a role 
to play in that government, and that’s what 
I will propose.” Most Canadians will dowbt- 
less wait for further details before making 
up their minds. 


Nations generally think of wars and de- 
pressions as the times of greatest testing. 
Certainly that is the way U.S. history is 
generally written. But it turns out that 
there is another range of hazards, more 
subtle and more difficult for politicians to 
get hold of. The next phase of Canadian 
history deserves careful attention as the 
world’s clearest example of a democratic

The Behemoths at. Sea 


Through sea cherges in weaponry, in the 
balance of power, and in the number and 
nature of potential adversaries, our Navy has 
designed itself for 60 years around 15 mighty 
capital ships, the ceiling that emerged from 
the Washington Naval Treaty of 1922. Cap- 
ital once meant battleships, eventually at- 
tack carriers. ‘ 

The magic, mysterious number 15 became 
enshrined, but the price thereof, of course, 
has gone steadily higher along with the 
ships’ combat capacity. When it came time 
to rep:ace four of the 15 carriers in recent 
years, the cost was further raised by going 
from conventions! to nuclear power to drive 
them, In 1975, at the behest of Adm. Hyman 
- Rickover, the Congress overrode administra- 
tion objections and stipulated that all future 
carriers, their escorts, and other major com- 
pat ships must be nuclear-powered, at a 
cost of up to 80 per cent more than the 
conventional. 

Now comes word that the expiring Ford 
administration hes rejected a Navy request 
for yet another nuclear-powered carrier. 
Uniess reversed by the Congress or the 
’ Garter administration, this decision could 
mark the beginning of the end of the super- 
carrier era. We hope it will. 

It bas not been shown—since the destrac- 
tion of the Japanese fleet three decades ago 
—what conceivabie war requires an Amer- 
dean fleet of 15 super-carrier task forces. 
(Russia has none, nor is it building any.) 
Rising costs forced the decommissioning of 
two of these task forces last year, but the 
country’s carrier admirals, still dominant in 
the Pentagon, have persisted in wishing to 
invest the largest part of their resources to 
preserve the carrier fleet. 

The giant nuclear carrier can attain 
greater sustained speed, carry more high- 
performance jet fighters and maneuver in- 
dependently from fleet oilers. But the car- 
rier task force as a whole remains dependent 
on conventionally powered ships for escort, 
defense, and supply. When nuclear escorts 


are added to reduce this dependence, the 


soaring costs reach into outer space. 

The conventionally powered carrier John 
F, Kennedy cost $280 million in 1967. The 
nuclear~powered Nimitz, coropleted in 1975, 
cost more than 81 diilion. The next was 
scheduled to cost almost $2 bifion, Former 
Defense Gecretary Schiesinger proposed 
three years ago that we quit with four nu- 
clear carriers and let the total number of 
carriers decline to 12, with eight smaller 
non-nuclear replacements costing oniy $550 
million each. 

A return to something like that plan— 
which would give the fleet, in addition, some 
“sea control” ships carrying helicopters and 
vertical-take-off planes—would improve the 
Navy's ability to handle its overriding mis- 
sion In war: Keeping open the sea-lanes to 
our allies in Western Europe. Costly car- 
riers are not effective in that role. 

The congressional budget office estimates 
that $7 billion coud be saved over five years 
by turning from a preoccupation with super- 
carriers to attack Soviet targefs—a mission 
of doubtful value. The savings could be 
spent on the smaller warships needed to 
hold the sea-lanes against Russian subma- 
rines, the main Soviet naval threat. 

Defining the right mission for the right 
weapon must be our chief concern in eval- 
uating military spending. The next Pen-~ 
tagon oodget wil give the Carter admin~ 
istration another chance to make sense of 
the coimtry’s $40-billion-a-year Navy and its 
10-year, $70-billion shipbuilding program. 

Carriers remain useful floating air bases 
in an era in which the nation may still want 
to project its power into troubled waters, By 
abandoning the mystique of 15—and the 


- obsession with 90,000-ton nuciear-propelled 


pehemoths—the Navy could build the fleet 
needed for an Atlantic war and the more 
limited naval challenges that may occur 
elsewhere.
